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Basic Instructions 


In choosing the wood, be sure to choose an interesting piece of wood, 
a piece of wood with character and a nice grain pattern to it (Remember, 
the wood is the leasj expensive part of your project — it is your time 
cutting and finishing your clock that is the actual “cost” ) 

After carefully choosing wood for your project, cut the wood to overall 
size per the cutting list. Sand the top and bottom surfaces with medium sandpaper. Finish 
up with fine sandpaper. 

Make a copy of the pattern at a local copy center Enlarge or reduce as each page as 
noted on the assembly page (Usually 155% or 200% ) 

Because of size limitations, some of the larger patterns had to be cut in half. 

Simply make copies enlarged as noted, line up the two halves and glue them back 
together. Take care to line up all matching lines. Note. Glue matching letters together, i.e., 
“X” to “X” and “Y” to “Y”, etc. 

Attach the pattern to the wood by spraying the pattern with a spray adhesive 
Spray the back of the paper not the wood Let the adhesive set for a minute 
or two then attach pattern to the wood. 

If there are interior cuts, carefully drill small starter holes for the blade to fit 
through, in each of the interior open areas. Carefully, make all interior cuts, first. 

(A #2 or #5 skip-tooth blade is recommended ) Be sure to keep a good sharp 
corners as you cut Carefully, make the final outside cut. Be sure to make all slot widths 
the same width as material thickness - this will give you a nice tight fit. 

In most cases assemble in numerical order, i.e - No. 1 to No 2, add 3 and so on. Be 
sure to dry fit pieces before gluing Trim to fit each piece as you proceed, if needed. 
Because of slight variables in wood thickness you will have to “fit” pieces together as you 
assemble your clock. A quick way to assemble, is to use the new “Hot Stuff” - Special “T” 
(Cyanoacrylate) is recommended IMPORTANT - Use in a well ventilated area. To finish, 
use a satin varnish spray. Add dial face and movement, see Appendix ‘A’. 


Note: All drawings have been checked and re-checked but because there are so many 
fitting pieces, be sure to fit pieces together as you proceed
